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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 10, 11, and 13-15 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1 , Morishige et al. (US 6,600,91 1 ), Matero (US 6,21 5,988) and 
Moore (US 4,766,392) do not teach, alone nor in combination, a receiver section 
coupled to the transmitter section, for receiving a signal at a receive frequency that is 
different from the transmit band center frequency, the receiver section including a down 
conversion section comprising first and second mixers, said first and second mixers 
receiving a local oscillator (LO) signal having a frequency equal to the transmit band 
center frequency or a sub-harmonic thereof; 

a first high pass filter having an input coupled to the output of the first mixer, and 
having an output; and 

a second high pass filter having an input coupled to the output of the second 
mixer, and having an output. 

Regarding Claim 14, Morishige et al. (US 6,600,911), Matero (US 6,215,988) and 
Moore (US 4,766,392) do not teach, alone nor in combination, a method of operating a 
receiver in an FDD radio to remove, from a desired receive signal, interference caused 
by a transmitter transmitting at a transmit center frequency, the desired receive signal 
having a receive center frequency that is different from the transmit center frequency, 
comprising the steps of: 
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mixing the receive signal with a local oscillator frequency to provide a down- 
converted receive signal, the local oscillator frequency equal to the transmit center 
frequency or a sub-harmonic thereof; 

high-pass filtering the down-converted receive signal. 

Claims 4, 5, 7, and 13 depend on claim 1 . 

Claims 10, 11, and 15 depend on claim 14.
